The  llej)o]'t  for  the  year  under  review  is  the  thii’d 
oj  dinary,  in  contrast  with  that  for  1920,  whi(di  was  a 
Survey  llepmd  (Circular  209,  Alinistry  of  Ileal(h). 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  19. (i  i)er  1,000  of  ilie 
population.  It  is  sli<^htly  less  than  the  average  tor 
the  previous  ten  years  of  19.9. 


The  death-rate  ot  11.5  compares  favourably  with 
the  average  of  13.5  tor  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  infantile  mortality-rate  is  57.9  per  1,000 
registered  births,  compared  with  ()9  in  the  year  1922. 
The  average  ra.te  for  the  10  years  1911-20  was  82,  and 
that  for  the  10  years  1901-10,  110. 

The  death-rate  from  Tnlmonary  Tuberculosis  is 
.04  per  1,000  ot  the  population,  compared  with  .80  in 
1922  and  .74  in  1921. 


The  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  Cancer  or 
other  forms  of  malignant  disease  is‘237,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  1.43  per  1,000  of  the  i)op illation. 

There  were  only  7 cases  of  Ty])hoid  Fever  compared 
with  22  in  the  previous  year.  This  figure,  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  tor  the  County,  compares  very  favouiaibly 
vith  an  average  of  28  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

Infant  AVTlfare  work  in  the  County  has  slovly  ])ro- 
gressed,  but  the  only  extension  of  the  work  has  been  tlie 
opening  of  a Centre  at  Iledon. 

blousing  work  in  the  ('oiinty  has  made  slow  progri'ss, 
and,  from  the  infojanation  in  the  Reports  received  to 
date,  239  new  houses  IniAm  bemi  ereided.  Alany  more 
are  needed  to  replace  old  cottages  which,  even  if  not 
overcrowded,  are  so  damp  and  in  such  a poor  state  of 
repair  that  their  replacement  by  a better  standard  of 
housing  is  urgently  needed. 

No  new  Public  AVhiter  Supplies  have  been  provided, 
and  no  extension  of  existing  sujiplies  made  with  the 
single  exception  of  an  extension  of  the  water  mains  in 
the  parish  of  Osgodby. 
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My  iliajiks  are  due  to  ilie  Distiict  Medical  Officers 
of  Jiealtli  for  llieir  co-0'])er'a.tioii,  and  to  tJie  staff,  botli 
j)rofessioiial  and  clerical,  who  have  Avorked  loyally  with 
1110  duriiio-  the  year.

A A1  inistry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  at  Eiley  on 
the  25th  October,  1923,  into  an  application  by  the  Fiiey 
Urban  District  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £5,00'U 
for  ])urposes  of  water  supply.

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  tor  the  year  is  given  as 
165,170,  an  increase  of  1,076  on  the  previous  year,  when 
the  population  Vv^as  estimated  to  be  164,094.  Tliese 
figures  seem  somewhat  strange  when  compared  with  the 
Census  figure  of  176,704  in  1921,  but,  as  was  pointed 
out  at  that  time,  the  Census  figures  were  not  a true 
indication  of  the  population.  The  delay  in  the  taking 
of  the  Census  until  after  the  recognised  annual  holiday 
period  had  commem^ed  resulted  in  holiday  resorts  being 
credited  with  a number  of  visitors  as  permanent 
residents.  In  the  East  Riding  such  places  as  Eiley, 
Bridlington,  Hornsea  and  Withernsea,  all  on  the  coast, 
showed  marked  increases  of  population,  whereas  the  rest 
of  the  County  showed  practically  no  increase  at  all.  It 
was  on  this  account  that  the  Registrar  General  amended 
the  figures  so  drastically.  In  spite  of  this  there  can  be 
no  accuracy  in  the  detailed  figures  for  the  various 
Districts  until  the  next  Census. 

This  is  the  first  year  since  the  war  period  in  which 
one  figure  for  population  is  given.  During  the  war 
and  up  to  1922  separate  figures  were  given  for  death-rate 
and  l)irth-rate  respectively  to  try  to  make  allowance  for 
the  inaccuracies  in  the  Vital  Statistics  caused  by  the 
absence  of  large  numbers  of  men  who  were  serving 
temporarily  in  the  Army.

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

211  illeputimate  chTdren  were  born  in  1928,  which 
is  28  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Seventy-tour  of  these 
births  occurred  in  the  urban  districts  and  187  in  the 
rural. 

The  proportion  of  ille^’itimate  births  to  leoutimate 
was  1 to  14,  and  the  illegitimate  biidh-rate  is  1.28  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  1.45, 
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Tlie  number  of  illegitimate  birtlis  recorded  in  the 
year  was  the  loAvest  over  a period  of  ten  years.  With 
an  increased  i)opulation  this  figure  shows  a decided 
diminution  in  the  illegitimate  birth-rate.  To  attempt 
to  account  for  this  happy  state  of  aftairs  would  be 
unwise,  for  just  as  the  only  trustworthy  standard  of  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  a district  is  the  death-rate 
for  a series  of  years  rather  tlian  for  any  single  year,  so 
the  only  trustworthy  standard  of  morality  of  the  County 
is  the  illegitimate  birth-rate  for  a seides  of  years  rather 
tlian  for  any  single  year.

The  marked  I'eductioii  in  the  infantile  mortality- 

t 

rate  from  69  to  58  per  1, ()()()  registered  births  during'  the 
past  year  is  higdily  satisfactory,  and  comjiared  with  the 
ayerage  rate  of  82  during  the  decennium  1911-20  is  still 
more  so. 

The  infantile  mortality-rate  tor  the  whole  of 
England  and  Whiles  was  69  j)er  1, ()()()  registered  births, 
a decrease  on  the  preyious  year’s  figure  of  77. 

The  mortality-rate  of  the  illegitimate  infants  was 
146  per  1, ()()()  liirths,  compared  with  51  in  the  case  of 
legitimate  children.  The  marked  difference  between 
these  two  rates  is  in  accord  with  the  hgures  ayailalile  for 
the  country  as  a whole.  It  is  not  a new  feature,  in  fact 
it  obtrudes  itself  with  unfailing  regularity  first  in  one 
Deport  and  then  in  another  in  connection  with  yital 
•statistics.  For  the  wliole  of  England  and  AVales  In 
1922  the  death-rate  of  the  legitimate  infants  was  74, 
but  of  the  illegitimate  infants  189,  so  that  the  figures  for 
the  East  Riding  are  about  the  ayerage. 

The  reasons  for  the  increased  mortality  can  only  be 
ascribed  to  want  of  care  in  the  rearing  of  the  infants, 
for  they  are  usually  healthy  childixoi  at  birth  but  not 

t/  ty  C- 

giyen  a fair  chance.  This  statement  may  be  difficult 
of  proof,  but  the  fact  remains  tliat  in  spite  of  safe- 
guards for^the  protection  of  infant  life  in  yai’ious  Acts, 
and  in  spite  of  the  proyision  of  Child  A\'elfare  Centres, 
and  the  superyision  of  nifants  by  Health  A'isitors,  the 
difterence  in  the  death-rates  of  the  two  groups  of  infants 
remains  unchanged. 

No  doubt  the  mortality-rate  w'ould  be  lessened  by 
the  establishment  of  Homes  to  which  the  children  and, 
if  necessary,  the  mothers  could  be  admitted  during  the 
first  year.  Local  Authorities  wnre  giyen  pownr  to 
establish  sindi  Homes  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
AVelfare  Act,  1918,  but  advantage  has  not  been  taken  of 
the  permission,  partly  because  of  the  expenditure 
involved,  but  mainly  on  account  of  the  moral  objection 
to  such  a proposal  on  the  part  of  a considerable  body  of 
the  general  public.

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ENTERIC  FEYER. 

Only  7 cases  of  Enteric  Eever  were  notified  during 
tlie  year,  4 in  tlie  urban  districts  and  4 in  the  rural. 
There  were  4 deaths  from  the  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  notihed  is  in  marked  contrast 
with  the  number  in  the  previous  year,  when  22  notifica- 
tions wei'e  receivu'd.  The  lowest  numbei'  of  cases 
previously  recorded  was  19  in  1910,  but  even  this  figure 
se(‘nis  very  high  when  compai'ed  with  the  figure  of  7 for 

1924.  TIk'  incidence  of  the  disease^  in  the  (a)untv 

< 

dro]){)ed  suddenly  in  1907  from  iin  average  of  120  during 
the  years  19i)4-5-()  fo  0(),  and  wifh  file  excejition  of  a 
rise  fo  90  in  1911  has  always  lemained  well  below  that 
figure. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  account  for  the  sudden  dro]) 

ill  the  number  of  uotifiiul  cases  this  vear.  On  the  othei’ 

1 

hand  the  gradual  deiu'ease  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
throughout  the  County  may  be  faiily  ascribed  mainly 
to  the  lietter  education  of  the  jieojile  in  sanitary  matters 
generally,  and  in  such  sjiecial  matters  as  food  protection 
from  the  Hy  danger  and  the  i)ro])er  disposal  of  house 
refuse  And  finally,  to  the  provision  of  Isolation 
Hos])ital  accommodation  as  a.  means  of  preventing  house- 
hold infection. 


SMALL  POX. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  Avei’e  notified  within  the 
(h)unty  during  the  yeai*.  One  or  two  suspected  cases 
were  fortunately  ]>roved  not  to  be  so.  Cases  of  the 
disease  however  occurred  in  the  neighbouring  Doncaster 
Rural  District,  and  one  case  from  the  North  Riding  was 
admitted  to  the  York  Hospital. 

PUERPERAL  FEYER. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  only  one  in 
the  ])revious  year.  The  Registrar  General,  however, 
returns  5 deatlis  under  this  heading.  One  of  the  fatal 
cases  was  attended  liy  an  ump.ialified  woman  who  at  the 
time  of  the  birth  was  suffering  from  a dischai-ging  ear. 
The  uncertified  midwife  herself  died  shortly  afteinvards 
in  Hospital,  so  no  action  could  be  taken  under  the  Mid- 
wives Acts.

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  Avere  notified,  but  the 
Itegistra]’  General  returns  3 deaths  for  the  County  nnder 
this  heading’.  There  were  3 deaths  in  1921  and  2 in 
1922. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Seven  cases  Avere  notified,  compared  with  11  in  the 
previoAis  year.  With  one  exception  none  of  the  cases 
shoAved  any  visual  defect  as  a result  of  the  disease.  The 
excei)tion  Avas  that  of  an  infant  a Aveek  old,  Avho,  as  a 
result  of  Opiithalmia.  has  lost  the  sigdit  of  the  ligdit  eye. 
Fortunately  the  left  eye  is  practically  unimpaired.  It 
is  doubtful  if  Hospital  treatment  Avould  liaA^e  sav^ed  the 
eye.  Efforts  were,  lioAvever,  inade  to  secure  admission 
of  the  case  to  IIos|)ital,  but  Avithout  success,  and  this 
state  of  affairs  is  not  uncommon  AAdiere  Ophthalmia  is 
concerned.  The  child  in  question  AAms  treated  as  an 
out-patient  at  the  Maternity  Home.

All  notified  cases,  except  those  Avhich  occur  in  the 
Boroughs  of  BeAUudey  and  Bridlington,  where  Infant 
Welfare  schemes  are  in  operation,  are  enquired  into 
Avith  a A'ieAv  to  the  proAu’sion  of  special  treatment  if 
necessary.  There  is  unaAU)idable  delay  in  g’etting-  in 
touch  with  (*nses  i)ecause  the  primary  notification  is  sent 
to  the  District  Medical  ()fii(‘,er  of  Health,  AA^ho,  of  course, 
does  not  forAvard  to  my  f)ffice  tlie  summary  of  all  cases 
of  notifiable  diseases  until  the  end  of  the  Aveek. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 
REGULATIONS,  1916.

From  the  figures  given  in  the  Table  it  will  be  seen 
that,  following  a giadnal  rise  in  the  yearly  nnmber  of 
new  c.ases,  there  is  this  year  a very  noteworthy  drop. 
This  favourable  state  of  affairs  is  due  entirelv  to  the 

t 

small  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  the  Hull  (llinic.  In 
1922  the  new  cases  seen  there  numbered  205  and  the 
attendances  2,504,  whereas  this  year  the  figure.-  are  2H 
and  290  respectively. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  irrigation  treatment 
ex(*.ept  at  the  Clinics,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
need  foi  further  provision,  nor  have  any  re(inests  been 
received  for  their  further  establishment. 


There  is  no  bj’ai.u'^di  of  the  National  Council  for 
Combating  Venereal  Disease  in  the  County,  and  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  county  area  which  is  adjacent 
to  the  County  Horongh  of  Kingston-upon-IIull,  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  as  judged  by  the  number  of 
atteiidances  at  the  Clinics  is  so  low  that  any  expenditure 
in  this  direction  is  hardly  justified. 

During  the  year  7 persons  (2  men,  4 women  and  1 
infant)  were  assisted  to  obtain  treatment  by  the  payment 
of  their  travelling  expenses  at  a cost  of  Til  5s.  6d.  Of 
this  amount  no  less  than  T5  10s.  Od.  was  paid  in  respect 
of  the  attendances  of  one  patient.

Full  particnlars  of  the  financial  position 
of  each  family  assisted  are  recorded  and  snbmilted  to 
the  quarterly  meeting  of  tlie  (h)nimittee  for  their 
approval.  The  total  cost  of  the  milk  supplied  was 
£25  12s.  lid.  The  quantity  of  milk  sii})plied  is  usually 
one  pint  a day  for  each  mother  or  child. 


MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  small  Home  at  DrifUeld  has  continued  its  uscdul 
work  during  the  year.  No  additional  accommodation 
has,  however,  been  jirovided,  so  that  an  active  policy  as 
regards  the  admission  of  patients  has  not  been  pursued. 
With  only  two  beds  ordinarilv  available,  thirteen  cases 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  compared  with  IT  in 
1922.  The  average  stay  of  the  i)atients  in  the  Home 
was  IT  days.  All  cases  admitted  were  discdiai'ged  con- 
valesi'ent,  ])ut  one  womau  who  was  conhiKKl  norimilly 
the  day  after  admission  developed  a iiigh  temperature 
within  2T  hours.  She  Avas  transferred  to  Ilosj)ital  as  a 
case  of  puerperal  fever,  Avhich,  lioAveA^er,  afterwards 
proA’ed  to  be  infliienza. 


The  weekly  charge  for  admission  to  tlu^  Home, 
Avhich  is  aAuiilable  for  any^  applicants  liAu’ng  in  the 
AdministratiAm  Countyq  is  TO/-,  but  this  cliarge  may  be 


reduced  or  remitted  in  necessitous  cases.  The  sum  of 
£50  5s.  Od.  Avas  receiA^ed  in  fees.  Tln^  arraugements  foi- 
staffing  the  Home  are  the  same  as  in  the  ])reAu'oiis  A'ear. 
The  Inspector  of  Midwives  lives  in  the  Home  and  attends 
to  any  cases.  If  any  nm-sing  assistance  is  needed  the 
services  of  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  are  utilised.

27/-.  Luring  flie  year  £19  11s.  bd.  has  been  recovered 
from  the  persons  concerned. 

iSO  scale  of  fees  is  in  operation  based  on  the  weekly 
earnings  of  the  household  concerned,  but  eacdi  case  is 
dealt  wiili  individually  with  due  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances,  and  the  action  taken  re|)orted  to  the 
subsequent  (piarlerly  meeting  of  the  Public  Health 
(h)mmittee. 

Tn  the  mortality  table  for  the  (V)unty  it  will  be 
seen  that  5 deaths  were  I'ecorded  from  puerperal  sepsis 
and  12  from  other  accidents  and  diseases  of  ])regnancy 
and  parturition.  In  1922  Ihe  figures  were  2 and  12 
respectively,  and  in  1921  3 and  10.

with  a Central  Hospital  at  Driffield.  The  Hospital, 
which  stands  well  on  a very  good  site,  is  situated  within 
the  Urban  District  of  Driffield,  just  outside  the  town. 
Tt  provides  accommodation  for  30  beds  and  b cots  in  6 
Avards.  It  is  aacII  equipped  AA'ith  lavatory  and  bath-room 
accommodation,  and  is  heated  throughout  by  hot-water 
pipes  and  fire-grates  or  stoA^es.  The  AdministratiA^e 
Block  contains  six  bedrooms  for  the  staff,  together  Avith 
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dining  room,  matron’s  room,  &c.  The  outbuildings 
comprise  a small  laundry,  motor  ambulance  house,  steam 
disinfector,  and  general  storage  accommodation. 

During  the  year  74  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital,  compared  with  93  in  1922,  99  in  1921,  and  63 
m 1920. 

Three  deaths  were  recorded,  one  from  Diphtheria, 
of  a child  aged  5,  who  died  within  24  hours  of  her 
admission,  which  was  unduly  delayed.  The  other 
deaths  were  from  Enteric  Fever  and  Tubercular 
Meningitis  respectively.  The  latter  case  was  admit! ed 
as  Enteric  Fever,  but  was  proved  not  to  be  so.

SMALL  POX  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  two  Small-pox  Hospitals  in  the  County, 
one  at  Shipton  near  Mai'ket  Weighton,  maintained  by 
the  newly-formed  Small-pox  Isolation  Hospital  Com- 
mittee, and  the  other  at  Beverley,  whicdi  is  maintained 
by  the  Borough  of  Beverley. 

The  number  of  beds  available  at  Shipton  is  cS,  but 
this  number  will  shortly  be  increased  to  20  by  the 
erection  of  another  Pavilion  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
administrative  cottage  for  further  staff  accommodation. 

This  extension  is  necessitated  by  the  fact  that  during 
the  past  year  an  agreement  was  reacdied  between  the 
Hospital  Committee  on  the  one  part  and  the  Boiough  of 
Bridlington  with  the  Eural  Distia’cts  of  Bridlington  and 
Howden  on  the  other,  to  form  a fresh  Hospital  area  for 
the  isolation  of  small-pox  only. 

Three  of  the  remaining  four  Sanitary  x\uthorities, 
namely,  the  Borough  of  Hedon,  the  Hrban  District  of 
Cottingham^  and  the  Eural  Distrud  of  Sculcoates,  have 
arranged  with  the  Hull  Chty  Council  for  the  reception 
of  their  cases  to  the  Hull  Small-pox  Hospital.  The 
Eairal  District  (^ouncil  of  Eiccall  have  a similar  agree- 
ment with  the  Selby  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital. 

AMBULANCES, 

The  Eed  Cross  Society  have  loaned  three  Ambulances 
to  the  Ea,st  Eidiiig,  but  only  one  is  actually  maintained 
by  the  County  Council.  This  ambulance  is  garaged  in 
Beverley,  and  is  available  for  the  transport  of  sick 
persons  (excluding  infectious  fevers)  or  accidents.  It 
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has  been  in  regular  use,  and  has  made  93  journeys  with 
a mileage  of  1,901,  compared  with  05  journeys  in  1922. 
3die  mileage  fee  has  been  fixed  at  1/-,  hut  this  charge 
is  reduced  or  remitted  if  tlio light  necessary.  The  sum  of 
£90  Os.  0(1.  was  received  in  charges.  Naturally  the 
greater  number  of  the  jourm'vs  are  made  in  removing 
patients  from  Beverley  to  the  Hull  Infirmary  and  to  the 
Cottage  Hosjiital,  but  the  demand  for  its  use  in  the 
country  districts  alone  justifies  its  retention.  The  other 
two  Bed  OT’oss  Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Bridlington 
and  llessle.  A motoi‘  ambulance  is  also  ke])t  at  the 
Drittield  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  transport  of  fever 
jiatients  in  the  Hospital  area. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

The  jirovisions  of  this  Act  are  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  (5)mmittee  of  the  County 
Council.  By  agreement  u'ith  the  Hull  A East  Biding 
Institute  for  the  Blind  all  blind  jiersons  resident  within 
the  Administrative  County  are  visited  regularly  by  the 
Blind  Visitor  of  the  Institute,  and  any  home  workers 
supervised.  Any  (employable  blind  are  admitted  into 
the  workshojis  at  Hull  or  York.  Only  two  blind  pei'sons 
are,  liowever,  employed  in  York. 

During  the  year  1 person  was  admitted  to  the 
workshops  in  Hull,  making  a total  of  7 I^last  Biding  cases 
now  maintained  there.  At  present  residential  accommo- 
dation is  limited  to  females.  IMnle  workers  have  to  be 
provided  with  lodgings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Institute.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  proper  org-aiiisation  of  a Tuherculosis  Service  in 
such  a sparsely  populated  district  as  the  East  Riding 
presents  a problem  of  considerable  difficulty.  We  have 
several  urban  districts  where  it  might  be  desirable  to 
establish  Clinics,  but  the  greatest  difficulty  arises  when 
the  claims  of  the  scattered  population  of  the  rural  areas 
come  to  be  considered. 

The  aim  is  to  make  Ihe  Clinics  into  clearing  stations 
where  the  cases  are  examined  and  classified,  and  suitable 
treatment  arranged  for. 

Probaldy  the  most  important  woi'k  of  the  Tubercu- 
losis Officer  and  the  Health  Visitoi's  in  this  connection  is 
the  search  for  and  the  examination  of  ‘‘  Contacts.” 

Prevention  must  be  the  key-note  of  the  whole 
scheme,  and  in  particular  if  we  can  prevent  the  infection 
of  the  children  and  detect  and  treat  the  early  signs  of 
the  disease,  we  shall  in  a short  time  see  a notable 
decrease  in  the  morbidity  and  mortality. 

Next  in  order  of  imymrtance  comes  the  care  of  the 
advanced  cases,  and  this  deserves  very  serious  considera- 
tion. The  dihiculty  of  this  ([uestion  is  enhanced  by  the 
diversity  of  ojiinion  as  to  the  infectivity  of  tuberculosis. 
Some  authorities  whose  opinions  ought  to  carry  weight, 
regard  this  infectivity  as  a very  real  thing.  Others 
oppose  this  idea.  The  Medical  Offlcei'  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Edinburgh  in  his  pa])er  opening  the  debate  on 
the  care  of  advanced  cases  at  the  meeting  of  the  Societv 
for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  at  Birmingham  last 
year,  regarded  the  necessity  of  segregation  of  advanced 
cases  of  tuberculosis  as  quite  as  important  as  the  isolation 
of  small-pox,  from  some  points  of  view  it  is  more  so, 
because  the  spread  of  small-pox  can  be  arrested  in  an 
effectual  way  by  definite  measures,  while  the  spread  of 
tuberculosis  can  only  be  controlled  by  preventing  the 
diffusion  of  the  infecting  micro-organisms.”  It  is 
generally  agreed  that  these  cases  are  the  chief  causes  of 
the  spread  of  tuberculosis.  It  must,  howeyer,  be  con- 
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cedt'd  ihai  ihey  are  not  ili(‘  only  cause;  many  early  cases 
and  cas(‘s  in  liie  i nh'rnuMliate  sia^e  are  equally 
infectious. 

Our  present  classific-ation  is  unfortunate:  a better 
ineihod  Avould  bt‘  lo  (dassiPy  all  cases  of  pulmonary 
iuberculosis  as  inlcciious  or  non-inft'ctious.  It  is  rather 
a ([Ut'stion  of  immunity  or  non-immunity.  Tlie  non- 
immune  are  always  in  danpei'  of  Ix'ino-  infected.  The 
imminu'  on  the  otluu'  hand  need  have  no  fear  of  smdi  a 
(‘alamity  however  mmdi  t ht‘y  ar(‘  hi'ou^dit  in  contact  with 
the  tubercde  bacillus.  Unfoitunately  we  have  no  means 
of  asctudainin^'  who  ar(‘  iminuiu'  and  who  are  not.  One 
has  to  I'emember  that  tluuH'  is  a vast  difference  between  a 
jiei'son  beino'  infi'ctcMl  with  tlu'  tubtuadi'  bacillus  and  the 
development  of  the  disease*. 

In  this  connection  heredity  jilays  an  inqiortant  part. 
It  is  the  p-enerally  accejited  opinion  that  t ubt‘rculosis  can- 
not be  directly  transmitt(*d  from  parent  to  (diild,  but  the 
i ubei'culous  parent  will  probably  pass  on  to  the  (diild  a 
non-resist i n^‘  constitution — a want  of  immunity — and 
the  (diildren  who  “ take  after  ” the  tuberiuilons  parent 
will  jirobably  sooiu*r  or  later  take  the  disease.  To 
illustrate  this  one  miodit  point  to  the  rarity  of  marital 
infection.  Here  tlie  non-tuberculous  husband  or  wife 
jirobably  «‘ets  a massi\'e  infection  daily  but  does  not 
develo])  the  disease  owin^-  to  this  mysterious  immunity, 
whilst  the  non-immune  (diildren  succumb.  Throughout 
it  is  a ([uestion  of  the  soil  rather  than  the  seed. 

Modern  Sanatoria  are  ideal  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  which  are  cajiable  of  arrest  and  for  the  treatment  of 
(diildren  threatened  with  or  sufferino'  from  the  disease, 
but  very  few  authorities  cater  satisfaidorily  for  advanced 
cases.  Modern  Sanatoida  are  not  suitable.  The 
elaborate  accommodal  ion  necessary  for  the  treatment  of 
early  cases  is  not  called  for  when  the  advanced  sta«'e  is 
reaidied,  nor  need  these  patients  undero’o  the  discomforts 
whi(di  this  system  entails.  Opinion  is  divided  as  to  the 
best  way  of  handlino’  tliis  difficult  (juestion.  The  central 
idea  of  (*ouise  is  se<i'reo’ation  in  some  form  oi’  other;  that 
is,  the  placino-  of  the  infectious  patient  under  such 
conditions  as  will  prevent  him  infectino>  other  people. 
Scoa’ep'ation  in  the  home  seems  to  be  favoured  by  a large 
number  of  thinkers,  but  it  is  a method  surrounded  by 
manv  difficulties,  especiallv  in  these  davs  of  house 
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shortage,  it  woukl  he  an  ideal  method  if  the  necessary 
conditions  could  be  olitained.  If  this  isolation  in  the 
lionie  of  the  infecting  cases  cannot  be  arranged  there 
remains  only  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  an  institution, 
but  it  for  any  reason  this  cannot  l)e  carried  out  then  it  is 
of  prime  importance  that  the  children  should  be  taken 
from  their  contajninated  sui*roundings.  In  large 
institutions  as  at  present  constituted  there  is  an  absence 
of  the  comfortable  wards  one  would  like  to  provide  for 
the  hopeless  cases.  Then  again  one  has  to  remember 
that  it  wards  were  so  set  apart,  patients  would  naturally 
tight  shy  of  them.  Even  to  the  last  the  cumsumptive  is 
an  optimist;  he  always  thinks  he  is  going  to  get  well. 

When  Sanatoria  were  started  the  iiredominai ing 
idea  was  to  cater  only  tor  early  cases  which  were  capal)le 
of  arrest,  but  to  my  mind  they  perform  a much  moi'e 
important  function  in  segregating  and  nursing  advanced 
(•ases,  because  it  is  these  cases  more  especially  that  are 
capable  of  propagating  the  disease. 

The  new  regulations  and  suggestions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  should  tend  towards  a more  aca.mraie  co- 
ordination between  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the 
general  practitioner.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
services  of  the  Tul)erculosis  Officer  are  being  made  use  of 
to  a greater  extent  each  j^ear. 

The  School  Aledical  Ofiicers  are  lielping*  matters 
forward  by  referring  cases  of  suspected  tulauculosis  to 
the  Tubei'culosis  ‘Jfficer,  resulting  as  tliis  often  do('s  in 
suitable  cases  l)eing  given  Sanatojuum  (reatnieiit,  oj  in 
the  ])rc\ision  of  exti'.a  nourishment.  Sheltei’s  are  provided 
in  suital)le  cases.  Tliese  are  niucli  ai)pi‘eciated,  and 
they  answer  a very  useful  purpose. 

Til  ose  forms  of  tuliercailosis  wlnhdi  are  caus(‘d  by  tlie 
ingestion  of  milk  from  tuberculous  (‘ows  could  lie  j)r(‘- 
vented  by  the  perfecting  of  our  milk  suj)])li(‘s.  dTie 
destriud  ion  of  all  tubei'culous  daily  cows  or  the 
establishing  of  tuber(de-free  hei’ds  ai’e  long  and  expensive 
jirocesses.  More  practicable  is  the  plan  of  dis])ensing 
pasteurised  milk  to  the  public  in  sterilised  bottles  to 
prevent  the  pollution  of  the  milk  in  transit  or  at  the 
home  of  the  consumer. 

After-care  work  in  siudi  a sparsely  populated  are<i  as 
the  East  Hiding  is  a very  difficult  problem.  To 
accouiidish  any  real  good  it  would  be  necessary  to 
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augment  considerably  oiu’  staff  of  Health  Visitors  and  to 
establish  small  committees  in  our  larger  centres. 

Tuberculosis  is  a preventable  disease,  and  it  is 
possible  to  eradi('ate  it  if  we  can  obtain  the  necessary 
conditions.  The  most  important  of  these  are  : — 

(a)  vSegregatiou  of  i)atients  who  are  cai)able  of 

spreading  the  disease. 

(b)  The  provision  of  a tubercle-free  milk  supply. 

(c)  The  proper  housing  of  the  people. 

In  addition  it  is  necessary  to  remeni])ei‘  that  want  of 
proper  food  and  the  hu‘k  of  knowledge  as  to  how  to  live 
and  how  to  feed  and  clothe  our  young  are  im])ortant 
factors  in  the  causation  of  tuberculosis.

'Ihe  guiding  pilnciples  of  Ireatmeiif  at  Eaywell  aie 
fresh  air,  sunlight,  good  food,  systemati(“  I’est,  gi‘adualed 
exercise  and  work.  The  patients  live  and  slee])  pi’acti- 
cally  in  the  open  air.  All  the  living  i-ooms  aiu 
thoi’oughly  ventilated  and  suitably  heated.  Full  advan- 
tage is  taken  of  all  available  sunshine.  The  food  is  good 
and  plentiful.  Sysfemaiic  rest  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
important  factor  of  fhe  treatmenf.  The  amount  and 
kind  of  rest  needful  in  each  (‘ase  is  adjusted  daily  after  a 
careful  consideration  of  each  patient’s  temperature  and 
pulse  chart. 

(Iraduated  work  is  a nec'essaiy  ]mrt  of  fhe  treatment. 
It  is  difficult  sometimes  to  get  the  patients  to  understand 
the  need  for  fhis.  They  are  slow  in  grasping  the  fact 
that  muscular  effort  is  needed  1o  stimulate  the  production 
of  the  nec'essaiw  antitoxins.  Each  ])atient  is  seen 
individually  every  day  and  his  work  allotted  acc-ording 
to  his  physical  condition.  The  work  includes  cleaning 
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brasses,  window  cdeaning',  garden lioeing,  weeding, 
grass  cntting  and  rolling,  the  raking  and  weeding  of  the 
drives  and  paths,  and  wheeling  coke.  Two  patients  do 
most  of  the  odd  repairs,  and  two  more  have  charge  of  the 
poultry.  Men  skilled  in  special  trades  often  prefer  to 
do  od<l  jobs  connected  with  their  trades. 

Pyorrhoea  and  bad  teeth  have  been  so  iirevalent 
amongst  the  jiatients  on  admission,  especiall}^  in  patients 
of  middle  age,  tliat  denial  ireaiment  has  often  been 
necessary  to  enable  ihem  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
ireaiment.  Arrangemenis  have  been  made  for  this. 

The  propel-  care  of  advanced  cases  is  a matier 
deserving  serious  (‘onsideration.  When  these  cases  occur 
in  overcrowded,  ill-vcuii ilated  and  poorly-lighted  houses 
ihey  are  a source  of  danger  to  the  other  occujianis, 
especially  io  the  children.  Special  ehAi-is  are  made  io 
get  these  cases  into  the  Sanatorium  and  to  keej)  them 
tliere.  ITiis  a])plies  also  to  some  cases  in  the  ea.i-ly  and 
intermediate  stages.  It  is  not  alwavs  the  advanced  cases 
that  are  the  most  infectious. 

The  appointment  of  a School  Teacher  has  jiroved  io 
b('  a great  boon,  llesides  the  ordinary  scholasiic  work 
ihe  children  are  i aught  cardboard  modelling,  ])aper 
work,  ])lasti(“ine,  raffia  work,  knitting,  sewing,  drawing, 
eic.  In  the  spring  and  summer  months  gardening  forms 
an  important  part  in  the  school  jirogramme.  Physical 
drill,  lireathing  exercises,  country  dances,  nature  study 
and  games  form  [lart  of  the  curriculum. 

Marked  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  children  of  school 
age  is  very  rare.  Our  fourteen  (diildren’s  beds  are 
occ.ujiied  mostly  by  delicate,  ill-nourished,  backward 
children,  who  merely  re(|uire  a short  course  of  fresh  aii' 
and  good  food  to  put  them  on  their  feet  ap;ain.  There  is 
a great  demand  for  beds,  and  our  waiting-  list  for  boys 
and  girls  is  usually  a long  one. 

Oases  of  Aon-Pulmonary  Tubercmlosis  cannot  be 
treated  at  Pavwell  unless  thev'  are  ambulant  (-ases  and 
need  no  surgical  attentir)n.  Any  cases  ineligible  for 
admission  are  sent  io  special  institutions. 

The  Children’s  T)ay-Poom  is  well  lighted,  heated 
and  ventilated.  In  fine  weather  the  children  live  in  the 
open  air,  and  at  no  time  during  the  day  or  night  are 
they  brought  even  into  remote  contact  with  the  adult 
patients. 
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Tlie  discipline  amongst  tlie  patients  lias  been 
excellent,  and  need  for  action  for  infringement  of  rules 
lias  been  very  occasional. 

ADMTJS'ISTEATIOX  EXPENSES. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  issued  a Memorandum 
(87 /T)  dated  December,  1923,  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  ()  of  Circular  323,  in  which  is  set  out  under 
various  heads  the  cost  per  patient  per  week  at  certain 
residential  Institutions  during  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1923.  Excliuling  voluntary  Institutions  and 
Institutions  catering  oulv  for  children,  which  do  not 
seem  to  1)e  comparaf-le,  the  average  cost  per  jiatient  per 
week  works  out  at  51/ 8.9.  At  Hay  well  the  cost  is  53/5, 
l)ut  this  figure  iucludes  our  heavy  ioan  charges  (15/9), 
and  is  no  criterion  of  tlie  administrative  cost.  1 suggest 
that  the  only  e(jui table  way  to  arrive  at  a ])rop('r  (‘stimate 
of  the  (costings  of  the  Institution  is  t(^  exclude  the  ciui- 
sideration  of  the  loan  charges  as  is  done  in  column  31  of 
the  Memorandum.  This  '^•olunin  shows  the  average  cost 
per  patient  per  week  tf)  be  44/9.  The  position  at 
Haywell  in  this  column  is  favourable,  3t)/8  representing 
our  cost  pei‘  patient  })er  week. 

CV)ntributions  have  been  received  from  65  yiatients 
towards  the  cost  of  theii’  maintenance  in  Haywell.  The 
total  amount  of  fees  lU'ceived  under  this  head  was 
£175  Os.  8d.  In  the  previous  year  the  amount  re(‘eived 
was  £115  Is.  2d.  from  45  patients. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  have  not  adopted  any 
fixed  scale  of  contributions,  but  each  case  is  considei'ed 
on  its  merits. 


CENTHAJ.  DTSPENSAHY. 

There  is  only  one  Tubercuilosis  Dispensary  in  the 
County.  It  is  camtrally  situated  in  Beverley,  and  is 
open  on  two  afternoons  each  Aveek  (Tuesday  and  Friday). 
Ninety  iieAV  cases  Avere  seen  dui'ing  the  year,  and 
there  Avere  altogether  517  attendances.  Although  thei’e 
is  only  this  one  Dispensary  for  the  Avhole  County  I can 
alAA^ays  visit  any  cases  in  the  County  as  required. 


SHELTEHS. 

Eight  shelters  have  been  provided  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  use  of  patients  suifering  from  tuber-  . 
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(‘iilosis.  44iis  imniber  will,  however,  be  sliortly 
increased  io  eleven  l)y  the  i)nrc.hase  of  three  more,  and 
eventually  to  fourteen.  Tin's  figure,  on  the  basis  of 
one  shelter  to  approximately  10, 000  ])e]’sons,  would 
aj)pear  to  be  adequate.  Tlie  shelters  are  only  lent  to 
those  j)atients  wlu;  wdll  niitke  proper  use  of  them.  They 
are  aj)preciatcd  most  by  patients  discdmi'ged  fi'om  tlie 
Sanatorium  wdio  i\yv  thei'C'by  enabled  to  continue  the 
o[)(n-air  ti'eatimml  to  \vl'iich  they  have  accustomed  them- 
s(dves,  and  in  addition,  the  use  of  a slielter  lessens  the 
risk  of  inf(‘ction  in  tl'e  home.  The  higdi  cost  of  removal 
f]-o)n  lioiise  to  house  so  fai’  shows  7io  sign  of  diminution. 

dTlHKlKT  LOSIS  XTltSES. 

The  Scdiool  iXurses  are  allo\ved  to  act  as  Health 
\ isitoi->  to  all  notified  cases  of  Tiibei'culosis,  and  thev 
also  kee])  undtu'  su])ervision  any  i)atients  who  have  been 
undei'  treatment  at  Uaywell.  During  the  year  new 
cas(‘s  w'ere  addtal  to  tlie  Nurses’  lists.  They  paid 
jieia'odical  visits  to  11!^  of  these,  who  \vere  either  sputum 
positive  cases  or  ex-])atients  fi*om  Itaywadl.  In  addition 
did  cases  fi‘om  pi'evious  years  wau'e  on  the  visiting  lists, 
making  a total  of  42b.  44ie  total  numlxu*  of  visits  paid 
was  l,ld7,  an  average  of  2.0  per  case.  Ibvo  objections 
to  visits  wtu’e  rv'cfuved  during  tht‘  ytau".  Sputum  flasks 
and  disinfectant  wmre  su])j)lied  to  10  jieisons,  and 
disinfectant  to  28. 

Twenty-eight  persons  ceased  to  reside  in  the  County 
during  tlie  year;  the  ne^v  addresses,  if  knowm,  are 
forwai'ded  to  the  IMedical  Officer  of  file  ue^v  District.
